A PROPOSED industrial estate at 
the site of the old foundry could bring 
up to 190 new jobs to Faversham 
according to Swale council, if devel¬ 
opers can meet the £1 million cost of 
decontaminating the site. 

Tomorrow (Thursday) members are expected to 
decide whether to grant permission for the dem¬ 
olition of Faversham Foundry in Seager Road, 
which would be replaced by 37 light industrial 
emits and 111 houses and flats. 

Planning officers welcome the proposal, which 
they argue could bring up to 190 employment 
opportunities to the area; many more jobs than 
the foundry itself created. 

Planning officer Graham Thomas said: “The 
majority of the current site is only suitable for the 
sort of heavy industry which is not employment 
intensive, and which does not create a bright 
future for the site. 

“Even maximum employment figures across 
the whole site have not exceeded 100 jobs.” 

Planners estimate the development will bring 
between 114 and 190 jobs to the town, but devel¬ 
opment balances on a knife edge, as the site is so 
contaminated with metal and asbestos the clean¬ 
up costs are estimated at more than £1 million. 

This is expected to halve the profit and the 
applicants - George Wilkins Developers - argue 
that a reduction of just 10 houses would mean 
the scheme is no longer commercially viable. 

But much of the criticism centres on the pro¬ 
posed housing. 

Many people, including the police, Faversham 
Town Council, Faversham Angling Club, and res¬ 
idents living near the site, have objected to the 
plans, which would consist of several large blocks

BROGDALE is offering vis¬ 
itors more than just a taste 
of summer with an incredi¬ 
ble 300 varieties of cherries 
featured in the forthcoming 
Cherry and Strawberry 
Delights Festival. 

Part of the Flavours of Faversham 
weekend, the festival promises the 
widest range of British soft fruit in 
the country, with many different 
varieties to taste and compare. 

At the festival, the largest in the 
south east, there will be more than 
50 different varieties of cherry to 
taste and buy and more than 300 
varieties to see growing. 

There will also be live cookery 
demonstrations with top Kent chef 
Scott Anderson, gardening talks and 
tours, a sheepdog display, a mini rail¬ 
way, craft and plant stalls, delicious 
food and lots of children’s activities. 

Visitors can also take guided tours 
of the orchards, which will give peo¬ 
ple the chance to pick the brains of 
Brogdale’s experts for advice on 
growing fruit in the garden. 

Sally Roger, from Brogdale Collec¬ 
tions, said: “A visit to Brogdale is a 
unique experience and our festivals 


showcase the best of the fruit grown 
here and open up a world of old and 
unusual varieties which taste fantas¬ 
tic and could be easily grown in your 
garden at home.” 

New this year will be seven local 
artists exhibiting their work and dis¬ 
playing fruit in a creative way. 

The National Fruit Collection is 
the largest such collection in the 
world, with over 3,500 varieties of 
apples, cherries, pears, plums, nuts 
and vines and many other types of 
fruit set in over 100 acres of country¬ 
side. 

Many people visit Brogdale each 
year for advice on how to grow fruit 
in their own gardens, and to research 
old heritage varieties of fruit which 
can be bought and tasted at the farm. 

Brogdale Farm is run by Brogdale 
Collections, a social enterprise com¬ 
pany with the principle aim of creat¬ 
ing awareness and interest in the 
National Fruit Collection. 

The long term future of the farm 
was secured earlier this year after 
Defra decided to keep the National 
Fruit Collection at Brogdale follow¬ 
ing a tendering process which could 
have seen the genetic database 
moved to another site.

Delights Festival is on this weekend, 
between 10am and 5pm on Saturday 
and Sunday.

of flats up to five storeys high. 

Householders living near the site 
say these are too tall and would com¬ 
promise their privacy. 

And police say the estate design 
does not do enough to deter criminals, 
arguing that free pedestrian access to 
the industrial emits and narrow path¬ 
ways would encourage crime. 

The police have submitted a lengthy 
list of changes, including CCTV cam¬ 
eras, gated access routes, and door 
entry systems, as well as buildings 
with no recesses and car parks which 
do not double as throughways. 

Other objections have been made to 
the number of homes included in the 
proposal, which is likely to take 
Faversham over the housing limit 
proposed by the Local Plan up to 
2016. 

The plans will be discussed at a 
meeting at Swale House on Thursday, 
July 17, at 7pm. 
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Residents object to 


benches 
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SHOPKEEPERS and householders 
in Faversham are not taking propos¬ 
als for new benches sitting down, 
objecting strongly to plans to install 
six extra seats in the town centre. 

The idea of new benches is support¬ 
ed by the town council, which agreed 
six should be installed. However, peo¬ 
ple living near the proposed site of 
seats in West Street and Court Street 
have objected to the proposal.

Association says 
buildings are in 
dire need of repair

SWALE’S historic buildings are 
falling into disrepair with their 
future remaining uncertain, 
according to a damning report. 

Eleven sites in the borough have been iden¬ 
tified in English Heritage’s ‘At Risk’ register, 
including eight considered either in ‘very bad’ 
or ‘poor’ condition. 

They include churches, naval buildings and 
period houses which have either been aban¬ 
doned or underfunded over a long period. 

Refurbished 

In Faversham work has been ongoing at 
Abbey Farm, where the medieval ruins of the 
old barn are being refurbished by Robin Dane. 

Prior to his arrival it had been given a ‘very 
bad’ rating. His joinery business moved into 
the premises to use them as a workshop and 
office, with room for 20 employees. 

Mr Dane said: “I bought it in 1999 when it 
was derelict and have spent about the past 
eight years adding new beams, timber, brick¬ 
work, foundations, concrete, floors and posts. 
There’s probably another two or three years of 
work left to do.” 

He estimates the total cost of renovation to 
date to be about £1 million and hopes to 


expand further, pending planning permission 
from the council, which he sees as essential to 
helping preserve the use of such historic 
buildings. 

He said: “It’s needed for our business develop¬ 
ment because without further expansion, the 
history dies.” 

Murston Old Church in Sittingbourne is 
rated as ‘poor’ by the register and given priori¬ 
ty category ‘A’, meaning “an immediate risk of 
further rapid deterioration or loss of fabric”. 

Built between 1375 and 1550, only the south¬ 
ern chapel is still in place; the rest surviving as 
buried archaeological remains. 

Peter Morgan, chair of Sittingbourne 
Heritage Centre, said the church was original¬ 


ly vandalised by the Victorians, with two thirds 
of it pulled down to build its more modem 
replacement further down the road. 

The church is now in the hands of the coun¬ 
cil and does not appear to have been made use 
of since. 

He said: “We tried to persuade the Scouts to 
use it as a meeting place about 20 years ago. 
A new door was fitted but it was vandalised 
and taken away.” 

In Sheerness, the Grade-I listed Boat Store 
in the dockyard is identified as being at risk. 
Its structure is unique in being the earliest 
surviving example of a multi-storey iron- 
frame structure, the inspiration for modern- 
day skyscrapers.

Police chief 
'has a lot to 
live up to' 


Coachworks set to 
put filling station 
back on right mad 


THE new police commander for 
Swale says that he is optimistic 
about the challenges facing the 
area. 

Chief Inspector Tony Henley 
takes over from Mark Chambers, 
who has left to become deputy 
head of training at Kent Police 
College, bringing with him over 22 
years’ experience in the service. 

In the past six months, Chief 
Inspector Henley has been borough 
commander for Maidstone and 
previously worked at Kent Police 
headquarters at Maidstone, help¬ 
ing to implement neighbourhood 
policing. 

The father-of-two said: “This is 
an exciting time for Swale. 
A lot of redevelopment is taking 
place and as the local police, we 
will continue protecting and serv¬ 
ing the public through these 
changes. 

“I understand I have a lot to 
live up to, after the legacy left by 
Mark Chambers, which has seen 
a reduction in crime across the 
area, as well as a rise in crime 
detection rates. 

“However, I meet this challenge 
with confidence and intend to build 
on this success.” 


SOUTH East Coachworks is 
expected to take over the dilapidated 
Dunkirk filling station near 
Faversham, if permission is granted 
from Swale council tomorrow. 

The successful firm, which spe¬ 
cialises in custom-built coaches 
including promotional vehicles and 
band tour busses, is hoping to move 
to the site from its workshop in 
Preston Street. 

The move will allow the town cen¬ 
tre site to be used as a training work¬ 
shop for aspiring coach builders to 
learn their trade from the company’s 
expert craftsmen. 

The development in Dunkirk 
would include two new workshops, 
and the removal of much of the detri¬ 
tus currently occupying the area 
including 50 scrap vehicles, 3,000 
litres of used oil and 500 tyres. 

But Dunkirk parish council has 
objected strongly to the proposal, 
complaining about the potential for 
noise, chemical pollutants, visual 


impact and disturbance to wildlife. 

But South East Coachworks has 
insisted it will only use light equip¬ 
ment and it will also clad the build¬ 
ing to prevent noise pollution. 

The firm has further promised that 
spray painting is contracted out, and 
not done on site, with only smaller, 
hand-painting jobs likely to be car¬ 
ried out in Faversham. 

It also argues the development will 
not unduly increase traffic, as many 
employees live in Canterbury and 
will get to work via the motorway 
and by-pass. 

The company carries out about 
14 conversions a year, and only 
moves the buses in for work and out 
when the job is completed. 

The site has previously been used 
to sell second hand cars and as a 
vehicle repair workshop, but plan¬ 
ners say it is run down and unattrac¬ 
tive, and welcome the proposal by 
South Kent Coachworks which has 
been recommended for approval.

1 was not guilty of 
kidnap conspiracy' 
claims his book

A LAWYER sent to jail for five 
years in New Zealand for his role 
in a bizarre kidnap conspiracy has 
published a book proclaiming his 
innocence. 

John Burrett, 60, who lived in Whitstable 
and studied at the University of Kent, was 
arrested in July 2002 in a blaze of publicity, 
along with his nephew, charged with attempt¬ 
ing to kidnap one of Wellington’s leading busi¬ 
nessmen. 

According to New Zealand police, the pair 
were about to demand millions of dollars as a 
ransom and after a seven-week trial he was 
sent to Rimutaka prison. 

But Mr Burrett insists he was an innocent 
man and that his conviction was “by interna¬ 
tional standards a travesty of justice”. 

Writing in the book One Game Too Many 
which charts his remarkable fall from grace, 
Mr Burrett says it was all a misunderstanding 
after he flew to New Zealand in 2002 in a bid 
to escape his hum drum life and pursue his 
love of adventure and adrenalin sports.

But it ended when detectives discovered a 
hidden dug out in a park at the back of his lux¬ 
ury home - which police believed was where 
they would stash their victim. 

The lawyer says he’s always had a fascina¬ 
tion with speed and dangerous sports and 
thought New Zealand would be the ideal place 
to indulge his fantasies. 

He went bungee jumping with his nephew 
and embarked on hazardous climbs in the 
New Zealand mountains. 

They did discuss who they would like to kid¬ 
nap but Mr Burrett claims they were all fan¬ 
tasy. 

He said the evidence was stacked against 
him but police didn’t bother to interview inde-

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CANTERBURY PREPARES TO HOST MIX OF PERSPECTIVES OF CHRISTIAN THEOLOGY

Bishops unite 
and divide on 
their beliefs 


THE divisions in the Anglican 
Church will be thrown into sharp 
relief this week as the Lambeth 
Conference sees more than 600 
bishops descend on Canterbury. 

But more than 150 bishops have already 
boycotted the conference, which runs from 
today, July 16, to Monday, August 4, over the 
issue of homosexual clergy. 

This, among with other thorny topics 
including Christianity’s relationship with 
Islam, will be discussed through a series of 
debates and workshops over the course of the 
event, which will be staged at the University 
of Kent campus and across the city. 

A programme of hinge events runs in con¬ 
junction with the main conference, and it is 
here that every facet of the Anglican Church 
is to be explored. Organisers pride them¬ 
selves on including a variety of views in the 
fringe, many of which do not adhere to main¬ 
stream Anglican teachings. 

A conference spokesman said: “No bona 
fide Christian organisation has been refused

a presence in the marketplace or an event on 
the conference fringe. The presence of so 
wide a range of organisations reflecting 
many perspectives and positions of Christian 
action and theology reflect the richness of 
ministry offered by the world church.” 

Both sides of the debate over homosexual 
clergy are represented at the hinge, with an 
anti-gay workshop aimed at “Christian lead¬ 
ers wanting to help people seeking to over¬ 
come unwanted issues in their sexuality, 
including addictions to pornography, marital 
challenges and same-sex attractions”. 

At the other end of the scale, pro-gay plays 
exploring the issues faced by homosexuals 
are being staged, including a performance by 
Peterson Toscano who shares his spiritual 
journey and explores gay issues. 

Police have said they will be stepping up 
security for the conference, which is a 
favoured target of activists wishing to dis¬ 
rupt a high profile event. More than 1,000 
people are expected to attend.

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Just what is the 
conference about? 

TAKING place every ten years, it represents 
one of the most significant global comings 
together of members of the Anglican Church. 

It is designed to be the one occasion when 
all bishops can meet for worship, study and 
conversation. Its name comes from Lambeth 
Palace - the traditional home of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. 

In addition to the nearly 900 bishops invit¬ 
ed are those from other churches ‘in com¬ 
munion’ with the Anglican Church, such as 
bishops from United Churches and a number 
of ecumenical (those promoting unity 
between churches and religions) guests. 

Invitations to attend are issued by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr Rowan 
Williams, with his wife, Jane, inviting the 
bishops’ spouses to attend the parallel 
Spouses’ Conference. 

This year’s event is set to be dominated by 
discussions over homosexual clergy, with Dr 
Williams calling for the event to be an oppor¬ 
tunity to “collect and collate” the diverse 
views on human sexuality. 

First staged in 1867, this will be the 14th 
such event. 


Hot topic under debate 

THE debate over homosexuality in the 
Anglican Church has caused deep divisions 
in the lead up to the conference, pitting tradi¬ 
tionalists against those who wish for a more 
liberal stance. 

Issues such as the ordaining of gay bishops 
and clergy, the blessing of civil partnerships 
and the church’s general policy towards gay 
rights have been hotly debated over the last 
few weeks, and this looks set to continue at 
the Lambeth Conference despite Archbishop 
Rowan Williams’ assertion this conference 
would be a “more reflective and prayerful” 
than in previous decades. 

A novel event for bishops 

WORLD-famous crime novelist PD James 
will be entertaining visiting bishops as part of 
the hinge conference at St Augustine’s Abbey 
on July 30. 

Baroness James will be meeting bishops 
and answering questions as part of an event 
organised by the Prayer Book Society. 

There will also be the chance for visiting 
bishops to talk to members of the Christian 
Peacemaker Teams, including Prof Norman 
Kember, who was held hostage in Iraq in 
2005, on July 28 at the University of Kent.

Teenager's cat trap is 
top idea, says RSPCA 

A SCHOOLBOY has designed a cat trap 
which alerts owners that it has been activated 
using an electronic device. 

The traps are used to catch feral and injured 
cats for neutering and treatment, but after 
setting a trap someone usually has to return 
every few hours to see if a cat has been caught. 

Daniel Cooper, who was a pupil at 
Westlands School in Sittingboume when he 
designed his device but has since started an 
apprenticeship, volunteered to help the 
RSPCA build the remote control trap. 

Nicky Honey, who runs the RSPCA mobile 
cat neutering clinic, said: “If a feral cat is 
caught in a trap and not taken out for several 
horns then it can become very stressed and 
even injure itself. 

“It will be fantastic to have a device that 
tells me immediately the cat is caught so I can 
go and get it out and get the treatment carried 
out before releasing it again.” 

The RSPCA mobile neutering clinic has 
neutered almost 8,000 cats, mainly for owners 
on low incomes but also for feral cats. 

Cat neutering is important to prevent own¬ 
ers being left with litters of unwanted kittens, 
which are often dumped, abandoned or taken 
to already-full RSPCA animal centres for 
homes to be found for them. 

Ms Honey added: “We are so grateful to 
Westlands School for having built this trap.”

sure people know what it’s all about, which is 
a whole variety of things.” 

The Kent Youth Trials Club had riders 
demonstrating their skills on a dedicated dirt 
track, complete with obstacles at the entrance 
to the heritage area. 

One of its star proteges is seven-year-old 
Ieuan Jones, from Ashford, who has only been 
riding for ten months. 

Dad Tony said: “He loves it - every weekend 
he’s out on the bike, he absolutely adores it 
and spends a couple of days of just solid rid¬ 
ing. He’s in his element.” 

One of the main attractions was the danc¬ 
ing diggers display. Comprising five JCB 3CX 
diggers and one Bobcat mini-loader, the stunt 
team from Diggerland in Strood wowed the 
crowds with versatile formations such as 
leaning on their sides at 90 degrees and per¬ 
forming dare-devil wheelie stunts. 

Team captain Lee Cooper, who has been 
involved with the team for the past 23 years, 
describes their routine as “synchronised 
swimming with diggers”. 

He said: “It’s the first time we’ve been back 
here for about 12 years. We do all of the big 
county shows all over the country and it’s 
good to be at our local one in Kent again.” 


MORE than 100,000 people 
flocked to the Kent Show last 
weekend - leaving the organisers 
struggling to cope. 

Thousands of motorists were left fuming as 
they sat in queues of traffic for up to two 
hours to get into the County Showground in 
Detling Hill on Sunday. 

The show’s general manager, David Goff, 
admitted they had been a victim of their own 
success - and had underestimated the num¬ 
ber of families attending the last day of the 
three-day event. 

He put the congestion down to a system of 
temporary traffic lights and road works 
implemented to block off U-tum junctions. 

Mr Goff said: 'When you have a system, you 
have to run with it. We had a lot of people 
here over the weekend and a lot more on 
Sunday than we thought.” 

But the show itself, now in its 79th year, 
was a huge success - with the Dancing 
Diggers, show-jumping and a giant walking 
robot among the highlights. 

There were more than 900 stalls across the 
250-acre site and a selection of sheep, cows, 
goats and horses battling to win prizes.

End of the road lor county's tol cash 


KENT residents are losing out in 
cash for roads from the Dartford 
crossing tolls and the system needs to 
change, according to county council¬ 
lors. 

KCC’s Cllr Keith Fenin said the 
crossing charging system needed a 
“radical overhaul” in order for local 
motorists to benefit. 

His call follows news that cash 
received by the county authority 
from tolls is set to stop. 

The Department of Transport is 
proposing a discount scheme for driv¬ 
ers in Dartford to pay a £10 registra¬ 
tion fee in return for 50 free crossings 
a year, due to be introduced in the 


autumn. However, the £1 million a 
year which KCC has been getting 
from the tolls towards planned inte¬ 
grated transport schemes is being 
phased out. 

Cllr Fenin, the cabinet member for 
highways, said: “The Dartford tolls 
don’t reduce congestion, they add to 
it. Motorists are repeatedly held up 
in lengthy queues on both sides and 
residents suffer from noise pollution. 

“While Kent has been receiving £1 
million a year in loan sanctions - 
meaning we have been allowed to 
borrow the money - in future we will 
not even get that. 

“The Government is going to divert 


the cash away from Kent into nation¬ 
al transport projects, while we con¬ 
tinue to suffer. 

“There must be better ways of 
doing this which are of benefit to 
more people in Kent. The charging 
system needs a radical overhaul to 
make it fairer for all. 

“As it stands, residents in 
Gravesend won’t get the benefit from 
the proposed discount even though 
they live four kilometres closer to the 
crossing than people living on the 
Essex side who do qualify. 

“We believe in putting the people of 
Kent first. These proposals seem to 
do the opposite.”

IT may be a cliche, but as I gazed 
toward the sprinkling of tiny islands 
across the mauve waters reflecting 
the sunlight of the bay, I really could 
have been anywhere in the world.

As I enjoyed 
a divine meal gazing across Long Point to 
Foreman’s Island while the sun turned the sky 
red, I truly felt Stilly was unbeatable. 

Tresco is the island of choice for many holiday¬ 
makers with its beaches, country walks, spectac¬ 
ular botanical gardens and lifestyle. 

And the Flying Boat Club, with its restaurant 
bar, pool and spa, offers all the facilities of a first- 
class hotel for people staying in the club’s beach 
houses and cottages. 

So why are you flying halfway around the 
world for island isolation, spectacular scenery, 
exceptional service and escape from the crush of 
other holidaymakers?

MERYL Streep is best

Cooperation could 
help house market 

THE Home Builders Federation wants 
the Government to do more to help pro¬ 
vide affordable homes to buyers across 
the UK 

Executive chairman Stewart Baseley 
said any moves in this direction would go 
someway to boosting the country’s prop¬ 
erty market and provide greater confi¬ 
dence for both sellers and buyers. 

He said that it was only the private 
sector which could help in this area by 
delivering homes which were at the right 
price for those looking to buy and minis¬ 
ters should ensure that they work as 
closely as possible with developers to 
assist them in any way possible. 

“This will bring much needed confi¬ 
dence to the market,” said Mr Baseley. 

Housing minister Caroline Flint has 
unveiled moves in this direction with 
£270 million released through the 
Housing Corporation to build new 
homes. 

The federation called this “a step in the 
right direction” but added more needs to 
be done. 

Government targets for new homes 
include a total of 240,000 to be built 
across the UK each year by 2016. 

Stable interest rate 
predicted by analyst 

INTEREST rates in the UK will remain 
on hold at five per cent until the end of 
this year according to a leading 
economist. 

Ross Walker of the Royal Bank of 
Scotland said the trend of rising infla¬ 
tion rates and a weakening economy 
will keep rates stable for the next five 
months at least. 

He said in reference to decision mak¬ 
ing in today’s economic climate: “The 
Monetary Policy Committee is stuck like 
the proverbial rabbit in the headlights.” 

But he added he felt there would be 
movement next year, most likely in the 
first quarter. 

The Bank of England, which oversees 
interest rates in the UK, is looking at 
how best to combat the credit crunch 
which has combined with high oil prices 
and increased food prices to cause the 
economic downturn. 

The final decision on interest rates is 
the responsibility of the bank’s 
Monetary Policy Committee which 
agreed last week to hold rates at five per 
cent.

New homes from old 


Scheme has seen almost 500 properties brought back to use

A PLAN which is helping 
to create new homes 
across the county by 
bringing long-term 
empty properties back 
into use has exceeded its 
delivery target. 

Following a pioneering pro¬ 
gramme it has spread countywide 
and is aimed at renovating 
derelict properties - which are 
both useless and an eyesore 

Launched in 2005, No Use 
Empty - the Kent Empty 
Property Initiative started as a 
partnership between Kent 


County Council and East Kent 
coastal authorities including 
Dover, Shepway and Thanet. 

Research had earlier revealed 
they had a large number of empty 
homes. 

New figures just released reveal 
that in the past three years, 
almost 500 properties have been 
brought back into use as new, 
good quality homes and the 
remaining district councils from 
across the county have joined the 
initiative. 

The initial three-year target for 
the number of empty properties to 
be returned to use was 372, and 
this figure has been surpassed by 
more than 30 per cent, with a 
total of 487 vacant properties 
given a new lease of life and 
turned into a home. 


Roger Gough, cabinet member 
for regeneration at KCC, said: 
“Empty houses are a scourge on 
our local communities, preventing 
investment and regeneration, 
devaluing surrounding proper¬ 
ties, attracting anti-social behav¬ 
iour and depriving people of a 
much-needed home. 

“In teaming up with local 
authorities from across the coun¬ 
ty, Kent has tackled this issue 
head-on, delivering outstanding 
results which prove this initiative 
is an effective and efficient 
approach to tackling empty 
housing. 

“This success is a great testimo¬ 
ny to the hard work and dedica¬ 
tion of the No Use Empty project 
team, but especially the empty 
property officers from across the 


local district councils. 

“The initiative has been widely 
praised across the UK as a unique 
partnership between county and 
local councils and is a blueprint 
for other councils in the country to 
follow.” 

David Ireland, chief executive of 
the Empty Homes Agency, said: 
"No Use Empty has more than 
lived up to its early promise. 

“Not only have the councils pre¬ 
formed well, but the initiative has 
had a catalytic effect encouraging 
others to bring empty homes back 
into use. 

“The numbers of empty homes 
in east Kent has dropped signifi¬ 
cantly over the past three years. 
We think that Kent has created a 
fantastic model that other parts of 
the country should follow.”
